Arkansas Coals. 


The United States Geological Survey 
will this year prepare a map of the car- 
boniferous coal field of Arkansas. Mr. 
Arthur J. Collier, who will be assisted by 
Messrs. Carl D. Smith and Sidney Paige, 
left Washington March 1 to make a sur- 
vey of the field. It has been found that 
the old maps of this region are inadequate, 
and the present conditions and prospects 
justify its detailed survey.

Practically the whole of the Arkan- 
sas coal product—2,009,451 short tons in 
1904—comes from this field. About one- 
half this product is classed as semianthra- 
cite, which burns with a short, hot, smoke- 
less flame, similar to that of anthracite.
